No Decision In Scar 


The efforts of Jack and Bonnie 
Scarpa to move their Herbert 
Hawkins Realty office into the 
Placentia Town Center, were still in 
abeyance this week, as a day-long 
hearing in Superior Court, has not as 
yet resulted in a decision. 

The court of Superior Court Judge 
Charles A. Bauer said that the 


Placentia's Firemen, who have 
kept a running battle going with the 
city and its officials, including a 
$15.5 million damage suit protesting 
employment practices and the 
8-hour working day, may find 
themselves with an 84-hour work 
week instead. it was indicated this 
week. 

In the most recent act of 
discontent with their working 
conditions, Capt. Semma Williams, 
president of the Placentia Fire 
Fighters Union, which is affiliated 
with the AFL-CIO, recently made an 
oral and written presentation before 
a Placentia City Council meeting. 


The document reported that ‘‘the 
members of the Placentia Fire 
Department have unanimously 
agreed upon requesting from the 
City Council. a study of the 
possibilities of contracting Placentia 
fire services to Orange County." 

Mayor Pro Tem Michael Callahan 
later augmented this request by 
passing on to staff that such a 
possibility be investigated. 

In a preliminary report Tuesday 
night from City Administrator 
Edwin Powell and containing a brief 
survey from Orange County Fire 
Warden C.M. Downs, mention is 
made that the county is currently on 


an 84-hour work week. Placentia’s 


firemen, who requested in their 
report that they be retained when 
and if the city switches ounty 
service, previously vork 67.2 
weekly hours 

City Administrator Powell in 
cluded in his report: “ft can't help 


but wonder, if the County Fire 
Department Service is so outstand 
ing and they presently serve the city 
of Yorba Linda, why does the city of 
Yorba Linda also have a volunteer 
Fire Department? 

“My own personal opinion and 
one shared by the administrative 
staff of the Fire Department, is to 


keep the present Fire Department 
and remain status quo,"’ Powell 
continued 

“Please be assured."' Powell 
added. ‘that should the majority of 
the council feel otherwise, the staff 
is prepared to make the necessary 
adjustments and pledge commit- 
ment to working hard in making sure 
it (the transfer) will work." 

The Fireman's Union, in one of 
many actions since its inception, 
outlined in the paper that going to 
county service would be advanta 
geous to the city of Placentia and the 
firemen, in items of expense,

Chapman Widening 
Gets Closer Look 


With Chapman Avenue's exten- 
sion assured from Kraemer 
Boulevard through to Orangethorpe 
Avenue, the Placentia City Council 
Tuesday night was scheduled to take 
a first look at broadening the 
boulevard westerly to Murray 
Street. 

The project has caused some 
controversy in the past with several 
blocks of property owners and 
businesses involved in possible 
boundary changes. 

One bottleneck involved in the 
discussion has been the corner of 
Bradford Avenue and Chapman 
where the Bank of America branch 
and the Calvary Church are both 
built almost to property lines. In 
order to make the widening 
possible, one building will have to be 
affected. 

Homes and businesses also are in 
the path from that point westward. 

Scheduled for discussion Tuesday 
night were details of an alignment 
study, which specifies that five 
alternate routes for widening be 
outlined and detailed, making it 
possible to ascertain costs and

The preceding game was 
a match-up of the 1-A finalists, Big 
Bear and Banning. Banning 
clinched the title by a 51-49 score. 

There has been only one other 
school beside El Dorado that has had 
the honor to win back-to-back titles, 
and that was Bell Gardens in 1961 
and 1962. The school has not since 
been in the finals. 

In 1972, Nash Rivera's team were 
runner-ups for the title. The team 
lost to Murphy, 69-59. Murphy has 
not seen finals play since. 

In 73 the Golden Hawks, though 
winning the Orange League title, did 
not make it to the finals. 

1974 was the year of the Hawks, as 
Coach Rivera lead the strong El 
Dorado team to their first CIF title in 
the school's history. 

The Hawks were met by tough 
Agoura, and gave El Dorado a run 
for their money, the game went into 
overtime, and when it was all over, 
the Hawks emerged with the 
championship. The score was 80-76, 
and ED had two players going onto 
the ALL-CIF team.

Pioneer Dies 


Mrs. Ollie Williams Snell, 87, 
Placentia pioneer and proprietor of 
Snell's Dry Goods Store, a well 
known Placentia landmark for 42 
years, died Wednesday, March 12 at 
the Hillhaven Convalescent Hospital 
in Anaheim. 

Mrs. Snell was well known in the 
city, which she had called home 
since 1917. Born in Kelseyville, 
California on March 14, 1887, Mrs. 
Snell died just two days before her 
birthday. 

Opening a dry goods and furniture 
store on Santa Fe Street, Mrs. Snell 
operated the establishment until ten 
years ago. 

Her stepfather, W.L. Rideout was 
the second owner of the Placentia 
Courier and her stepsister, Sarsh 
Rideout Tayles, was the city's first 
librarian. 

Mrs. Snell, who lived at 213 South 
Main Street here, also served as the 
State's first school nurse and was the 
first truant officer for the local 
schools. She was also employed in 
the Placentia Post Office and the 
local telephone company. 

Mrs. Snell also did substitute 
teaching at the old Bradford 
Elementary School, later incorporat- 
ed into Valencia High School. 

Among her survivors is Robert 
Snell, a well known local plumbing 
contractor and grandson Ron. Other 
survivors include another son, Jack 
Snell of Brea and a daughter, Mrs. 
Margaret Moon of Hacienda 
Heights. 

She also 
grandchildren, 
children and 
grandchildren. 

Services were held Monday at the 
McAulay-Wallace Chapel in Fuller- 
ton with interment at Loma Vista 
Memorial Park in Fullerton. Rev.

DAIRY CASE 

Many questions have come to my desk recently regarding milk products, so perhaps a 
discussion of this important food is in order. At Alpha Beta, we have our own milk plant. The 
products are constantly subjected to critical tests in our quality control labs — one reason 
Alpha Beta wins gold medals annually 

Everyone knows that refrigeration is very important to keep milk at its peak condition 
Except for the brief period when the milk is flash heated for pasteurization, it is kept chilled 
through processing, storage, shipping. and in the dairy case at your store. This case temperature 
is 35 degrees F (just above freezing) to keep the milk in optimum condition for your purchase 
Although Alpha Beta milk is given a seven-day code (pulled after printed date) to insure 
maximum freshness for the customer, the potential life of a carton of Alpha Beta milk is 20-24 
days. However, every time the temperature is raised above 35 degrees, the freshness of the milk 
is diminished. This means that milk should be one of the last purchases you put in your 
shopping cart, and it should be taken home and refrigerated in the coldest part of your 
refrigerator immediately. When the milk is poured into glasses, be sure the carton is returned to 
the refrigerator, rather than leaving it on the counter or dining table 

Some have asked questions about “imitation” milk. The only difference between 
homogenized whole milk and imitation milk is the fat. This product is made by removing 
butterfat from whole milk and replacing it with soybean oil. The protein, calcium, and 
carbohydrates are identical. and the nutritive values and calorie content remain the same (160 
calories per 8 02. serving.)

HORSE TALES

'' Probably everyone ih town knows that Jerry Gorman is 
undoubtedly the most dedicated horseman in the city of 
Yorba Linda. Since there are well over fifteen hundred 
horses in the city, Jerry (along with a lot of other horse 
owners) thought it only fitting and proper that a weekly 
column in the Star be devoted to news relating to our equine 
enthusiasts. I seem to have fallen heir to the job and have a 
few ideas in mind, but it would be just great if you readers 
would help me out. Would any of you newcomers like to 
know what the horse activities in town are? Do any of you 
have a specific problem regarding horses? Do you have any 
ideas on getting together some organized rides or 
something of that nature? Any and all suggestions will be 
greatly appreciated. Just drop me a note in care of the 
Yorba Linda Star and I'll give it prompt attention. 

A ride around town the other day revealed the fact that 
the stork has been pretty busy. There's a cute little Arabian 
baby over on Ohio and | heard that the Gordons have two 
nice foals at their place on Lakeview. Also heard that the 
Kittridge’s had twins, but lost one. And then there's that 
cute little spotted-rumped filly that belongs to the Lawsons 
on Mountain View. From the appearance of quite a few 
local mares, the stork is going to be keeping busy for the 
next couple of months! 

If your horse hasn't yet developed webbed feet this 
winter, consider yourself lucky! The recent rains have 
turned most of our corrals into swamps and t's practically a 
full-time job trying to keep the water drained off. Standing 
in mud is good for a horse's feet....up to a point! Once that 
point is reached, watch out for a common foot disease 
known as thrush. If at all possible, get your horse out of that 
soggy corral every day, thoroughly clean out his feet, hose 
off the mud, and let him stand ona dry surface (such as your 
front driveway) for an hour or so. Your extra time and effort 
might possibly eliminate a veterinary bill. After all, 
Chlorox doesn’t always do the trick when it comes to 
thrush. 

Next week, I plan to cover some of the work that our local 
Horse Committee is doing and, after that, who knows? How 
about sending me some suggestions?
